Benefit, was repeated here last night with the same cast, except- 
ing that Webster played Cloten instead of W. Farren, which 
rather improved than injured the general effect, forFarren carica- 
tured the part. Macready played Posthumus Very finely, and 
Eiton’s Jachimo was not inaffective, though it savored a 
little too much of the stage villain. The greatest charm of the 
Play is, in our opinion, the character of Imogen, her tenderness 
and constancy to her husband are delightful ; no one ever so well 
painted natural tendernes*, free from affectation and disguise, as 
Shakspeare; and we must do Miss Faucit the credit to say that 
she embodied the creation of her divine author with great truth 
and delicacy. In the scene where Pisanto gives Imogen his 
master’s letter, accusing her of incontinency oo the treacherous 
suggestions of Jachimo, she was particulary touchiog, and on the 
whole we think it one of her most perfect performances. Walter 
Tyrrel, and The Modern Orpheus, were the other entertain- 
ments,
